Continuation of 1 1.: Applicants 1 response to the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph is based upon amendments that will not 
be entered. With respect to the prior art rejection, the position is taken that the examiner's concerns regarding 2,4-MDI isomer contents 
exceeding 38%, set forth within the final Office action, have not been addressed. Furthermore, applicants' arguments concerning Scholl 
et al. are insufficient, because applicants' focus on one specific isomer content that is clearly outside of applicants' claimed range and 
basically ignore the remaining teachings that are within the claimed range, including the specific examples that employ p-MDI. Contrary 
to applicants' arguments, the p-MDI containing compositions are not outside the scope of the instant claims, because the instant claims 
do not exclude p-MDI Accordingly, applicants have failed to provide a sufficient discussion of Scholl et al. to justify removal of the prior 
art. 
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
